VENDOR'S TITLE IN LEASE.—In the Chan- 
cery Division yesterday the Master of the Rolls gave 
judgment in an application made by James Ashe, 
of Mountpleasant square, Rathmines, vendor of 
certain leasehold premises in Patrick street, Fer- 
moy. Mr. Ashe sought a declaration that he had 
made good title to the premises in accordance with 
the contract of sale, and that the requisitions and 
directions made on behalf of the purchaser, Miss 
Mary Hogan, in respect of the title had been 
sufficiently answered. The contract was for the 
sale of the premises at £725, out of which a 
deposit of £181 had been paid by The 
remises were held under a lease for 999 years 
rom January 1800. Several mesne assignments 
of the lease had been made between 1836 and the 
date of this contract in October, 1919. The lease 
contained a covenant a gg assignment without the 
aes of the landlord, and there was no evidence 

that consent had been given to previous assign-

St. Patrick's Day. 


To-day is the Feast of St. Patrick, the 
day when every real Irishman wears the 
shamrock in his hat. The practice of 
wearing it in the buttonhole is of foreign 
introduction, and, according to the best 
authorities, brings ill-luck to those who 
adopt it. Unfortunately, tie shamrock 
and all that it represents—the fair 
Christian Faith and the fair fighting spirit 
of the nation—are not in great favour for 
the moment. The Christian Faith re- 
mains, but the Christian spirit is distin- 
guished chiefly by its absence. The fight- 
ing spirit remains, but it has given up 
fighting fair. The historic green, that for 
centuries has been the emblem of a great- 
hearted people before the eyes of a world 
which respected its good qualities, if not 
its. rights, has been reinforced by the 
addition of white and yellow. It appears 
that there is really no such plant as the 
shamrock. Lhwyd, the celebrated anti- 
quary, writing as long ago as 1699, says: 
“Their shamrug is our common clover.” 
According to Threlkeld, the earliest writer 
on Irish plants, the “ seamar-oge, or young 
trifolium (trifolium pratense album), is 
the plant worn by the Irish in their hats 
on St. Patrick's Day.” According to Wade 
the “ seamrog is trifoliwm repens. These 
authorities are quoted in the standard 
work on Irish botany, Moore and More's 
“Cybele Hibernica.” Further investiga- 
tion—in particular that made by Nathaniel 
Colgan and reported in the Irish 
Naturglist—establishes the fact that no 
less than four plants are sold as shamrock 
in various parts of Ireland. Of these 
trifolium repens is sold in sixteen counties, 
excluding Louth, Queen's County, Clare, 
and Tipperary, where trifolium minus 
takes its place. The latter, however, does 
not appear in Sligo, Roscommon, Mayo, 
Antrim, Kerry, Tyrone, Donegal. Trifolium

first place, the world-wide scarcity of raw 
material and the consequent higher costs 
have made it necessary for every manu- 
facturer to employ more working capital 
in his business.

He must 
find the capital or go out of business. 
The second and, perhaps, the more im- 
portant, cause of the increased demand for 
capital is the fact that the margin of profit 
in nearly every industry is so ample and 
the cost of new works so great that the 
present is 4 very favourable moment for 
writing up a company’s capital to the 
highest limit that the profits seem to 
justify. |

Sooner or later their capital must be 
written down by a very considerable 
extent.

The promoters of these 
enterprises, he says, “are taking great 
responsibility and laying up for them- 
selves, if they continue to hold any 
interest in these concerns, and certainly 
for those whom they induce to go into 
them, as well as for the country at large, 
a very perilous future problem.” In face 
of this warning it behoves every investor 
who is unversed in fimancial matters— 
and the war has created an entirely new 
class of investor—to take every precantion 
to safeguard his interests. The Chan- 
cellor's statement was made in connection 
with the reduction of the floating debt. 
He complained that the continuous crea- 
tion of fresh credit by the financial houses 
tended to endanger and reduce the 
amount of Treasury bills. When the 
supply is insufficient the Government has 
no alternative but to resort to ways and 
means advances. That means that the 
national debt is increased. The financial 
community have cried long and loudly for 
deflation. If the position is to be im- 
proved, they must co-operate whole- 
heartedly with the Government. Demands 
for credit which are brought to them must 
be scrutinised carefully, and should not 
be granted unless good cause has been 
shown. :

The real situation in Germany has not 
et been revealed to a wondering Europe, 
t it seems certain that the statement 
lished last night, that the rival parties 
coalesce, was certainly in- 
correct, The fact that it came from 
Berlin aroused suspicion, for it is known 
that the Press there is most carefully 
censored, and thé newspapers issued, such 
as they are, merely echo the ideas of the 
Government in power there. The Repub- 
lican Party, however, is not yet completely 
defeated, and it is ex that President 
Ebert and Herr Noske, rather than see 
the Monarchy restored, will call for the 
help of the Allies, 

It is doubtful whether that help would 
be forthcoming, unless there was an 
attempt to restore the ex-Kaiser or a 
definite refusal to carry out the provisions 
of the Treaty of Versailles. In the first 
place; the Allies have no desire to interfere 
with the internal government of Germany, 
the form of which is a matter for the Ger- 
mans themselves to determine, and, in the 
second place, the forces at their disposal 
are, with the exception of those of France, 
not sufficient to enable them to intervene 
with effect. The Belgian, British, and 
American forces have all been reduced to a 
very low figure, and though, doubtless, the 
first two will now be strengthened, it must 
be some time before they would be in & 
position to take the offensive against any- 
thing like a powerful German Army. 

Our resources, fortunately, are not 
limited to purely military forces. We have 
always the weapon of blockade in reserve. 
In diplomatic circles the present situation 
in Germany is regarded as a repetition of 
Prussia's old-time arrogance in trying to 
dominate the whole German Empire, or Re- 
public, as she did in former days. Pos- 
sibly this is correct, but, if so, the Allies 
will doubtless see that the South German 
and Rhine States are supported as strongly 
as possible against such an assumption of 
power. Prussia has always been the leader 
in aggression, and dragged the remainder 
of Germany after her. 

A good deal of news from Germany is 
published in the evening papers, but in

The House of Lords last night gave a 
second reading to the Criminal Law 
Amendment Bill. The Bishop of London, 
in moving the second reading, said that 
the Bill proposed to raise the age of 
consent in the case of girls from sixteen 
to eighteen years.

The Lerd Chancellor replied that the ex- 
ceptional conditions in Ireland called for 
excentional measures. The Bill was read 
a second time.

HESITATING MINES. 


FIRM OPENING, FOLLOWED BY A 
REACTION AND DULNESS. 

(FROM THE FINANCIAL NEWS OF TO-DAY.) 

At the opening yesterday the House seemed 
somewhat ashamed of its exhibition of nervous- 
ness on the preceding day, and proceeded to 
remedy matters by bidding for shares in the 
speculative departments. Mines were harder 
with other things, but the change of sentiment 
was short-lived, and when it became apparent 
that the public had found no fresh attraction 
in the market, and that contradictory news was 
coming through from Germany, the attempt 
to put a more cheerful complexion upon affairs 
was abandoned. Business dwindled to a mere 
trickle, and prices, left to themselves, sought 
lower levels. The fall in the price of gold and 
other metals did not tend to improve matters, 
and the news of the progress of the elections 
which dribbled slowly through from South 
Africa was too inconclusive to create much in- 
terest. In the street the state of the parties 
was said to be:—Unionists, 19; South African 
Party, 24; Labour, 21; Nationalist, 21; and 
Independent, 3—which would seem to indicate a 
deadlock.
